HEREAS divers good Laws have been Made, and are ſtill in Force, 
for the Suppreifing and Puniſhment of Vagrants, Vagabonds, and other 
idlc Perſons, the not executing whereof is the Rea'on that Vagrants 
and Beggars do ſo much Swarm in the Streets and Places of common 
Reſort within this CITY, To the great Annoyance and Diſturbance of the Citizens 
and Inhabitants chereof, and all others reſorting thereunto ; and the great Scandal of 
the Government 1n tolcrating ſo great a Miſclucf: To the cnd theretore the ſaid Laws 
may be better put 1n Execution tor the Future, and the Streets, Common Paſlages, 
Church-Doors, and all other Places of Publick Reſort be cleared from that Living 

Nufance ; Theſe are in His MAJESTIES Name {treightly to Charge and Require 

you, That you forthwith call before you all che Conſtables within your Ward , and 

give them your Seclves ſtrict Command, as by the Laws in that behalt chey arc required, 
co be very carcful, diligent and active to obſerve and apprehend all Vagrants and 

Beggars,that ſhall at any time be found Begging in their reſpective Pariſhes and PrecinEts, 

and ſuch oft them as ſhall have Dwellings or Abode within the City, or the Liberties 

thercof, that They carry to BRIDEWELT, there ro be reccived and dealt withal 
according to Liw ; And all others that (as th: Law in chat behalt directs) they puniſh 
and paſs away from Pariſh to Parith, the next ſtrait Way to the Pariſh where they were 

Born, it the ſame may be known by the Partics Confeſlion, or otherwiſe ; and if that 

be not known, then to the Pariſh where they latt Dwelt, by the ſpace of one whole 

Year before the ſame Pumiſhmeat; and it that cannot be well known, then to the Pariſhes 
through which they laſt patt withour Puniſhment. And if through the Remiſlneſs or 

Negligence of the Conſtable of any Precin&t to put the ſaid Laws in Execution , any 

Vagrant ſhall at any time be found Begging in any Precin&t within your Ward , you 
are delired ro cauſe the Conſtable ot the ſaid Precint to be Bound over to the 

Seſſions, there to Anſwer the fame; the Law having provided , That cvery Conſtable 
ſhall in ſuch cafe Fortcit Ten Shillings for cyery Detaule : And you are carneſt] 
delired to Prefs (what in you lies) all the ſaid Conſtables ro a due and carctul obſer- 
vance of their Duty 1n thus particular; And alſo that you will make it your Care, That 
where any Conſtable ſhall at any ume fail herein, He may certainly ſuffer the Penalcy 
of the Law tor every Detaule. Hereof fail nor, as you tender the Honour of the 
Government, and the publick Weal of this City. Gizen this 15th Day of March, 168;.
